How easy, and how common it is, to 
preach about the righteous and the wicked, 
in utter forgetfulness of the meaning of the 
words, as God himsell has defined thei 
meaning. Whenever God speaks of the 
righteous, lie means those who consider the 
cause of the poor, and whenever he speak; 
of the wicked, he means those whd do not 
care to know their condition.? Some say 
that chu.cites who will not plead the cause 
of the oppressed and the poor, are true 
CbitstianChurches, but their delinquency 
is owing to ignorance of their cause. But 
their condemnation in God’s sight, 
they do not know and do not care u 
They cannot get time to attend to it. Like 
Cain, they say in their hearts and some¬ 
times with their lips, “ Am I my brother’: 
keeper?” For ten long years tens of thous¬ 
ands of persons have been at work to make 
tlte Churches in America consider and know- 
tile cause of the poor of this land. And il 
any do not know, at tins late day, it is he¬ 
re they do not consider. A large por¬ 
tion of them will not open their places of 
worship for the discussion of the claims 
the poor, nor permit a notice of such a t 
Mission to be read. A large majority of 
Church members, in many sections of the 
country, and most of our populous cutes and 
chief towns, will not attend to any such dis¬ 
cussions when they are held ; nor read pub¬ 
lications in which the cause is c.onsidereri. 
They feel it an intrusion when their friends 
would converse w ith them on the subject.— 
They will not sign a petition for the deliv¬ 
erance of the oppressed. Can any thing be 
manifest than that such persons regard 
know the cause of the poor? And is it 
flat denial of the Bible to say that 
Churches composed of a majority of such 
in, or controlled by them, are true Church- 
ol Christ.—[Christian Investigator.

man rights, and tell the woes of suffering 
humanity. I hare fell that the arm ol Om¬ 
nipotence was my shield and defence. Aly 
principal object has been to attend theqnar-.

tures. I have been enabled te attend five ot 
te six, which compose that body ; in all of 
Inch the sin of slavery has been discussed 
publicly, either on presentation of a resolu- 
lecture on Saturday afternoon, or 
Sabbath day.

The most probable 
explanation is, that the classification of the 
sla.es was made with reference to the mar- 
ke, and other aspects of pecuniary value ; 
nd then the same classification was extend¬ 
'd 'o 'he free colored, to carry out the settled 
pvltcy ol keeping these as nearly in the con- 
lt ton of slaves. 

But with all their care, they cannot pre¬ 
sent the census from telling tales to some 
xtetit. And one of the most important of 
its revelations is that which we are now 
"bout to present, for the first lime that il'ltas 
m exhibited since the census of 1840.— 
c growth of the population of the new 
States in tlie West, although not the great- 
, relatively,in the years ending with 1840 
is very much greater, numerically, than it 
the preceding ten years. The saute holds 
tiue of the introduction of slaves into the ex¬ 
treme South and South West. Thu iricreasi 
nfslaves throughout the Union, in llm ter 
years ending with 1830, was about 32 per 
cent.

Remember 
that the slavc-huytng are also Slavc-consmti- 
iog States—in many sections, the regular wear 
of plantation slaves is at least 10, if not 15 
per cent, a year, anil that the waste oflife by 
acclimation is generally allowed to lie 20, or 
25 per cent., and you have an explanation.— 
These 165.000 w ere slain in the South-west, 
nnd their blood is a charge upoli the Ameri¬ 
can slave-leade. Who shall answer for this 
slaughter? 

The other calculation, showing the waste 
nnd consumption of life produced by slavery 
itself, from the relative disproportion of births 
nnd deaths among the slaves, is also necessn 
to he taken into view heie. Tho calculat'd 
is based on the fact that the slaves, when well 
feti, clothed, and housed, and not drivel 
excessive labor, are ill the most favorable 
cumstnttces for a rapid multiplication of their 
nomlicrs. This is claimed by llie defenders 
of slavety, and its correctness is shown, in 
itsttre, by the census.

My Dear Sir ,—I thank you for your 
friendly letter in relation to my removal 
from tlte bench. The loss of an office 
which 1 Imd held for ubout quarter of n 
“ a 'v* r ‘" century, and which 1 had contemplated 
rcsigntug, in the course of the present year, 
ts got a matter, of personal regret. My 
motive in holding fur so long a time, a situ- 
cb subjected me to no little incon- 
and yielded no emolument, was a 
he useful, und a belief that I could 
exert 011 the bench u wholesome moral in¬ 
fluence. How fur Unit belief was well 
founded, is for others t*> decide. To my¬ 
self, it is grateful to know that my official 
conduct, whatever mistakes I may have 
made, has been pure, unbiassed *by perso¬ 
nal partialities, and uninfluenced by any 
fears except that of my Maker. 

To the gentlemen of the Westchester 
liar, generally, as well ns to yourself in 
particular, I 11m deeply indebted fur the 
13,895 I kindness pud courtesy with which I havo 
5,098 been treated ; and had t known, at the 
7 iDecctn. term, that we were not to meet 
. I would have embrnced the opportu¬ 
nity of publicly acknowledging my qhliga- 
ious to them, and of bitVlmg them no af- 
ertionate farewell. 

Under the circumstances of the cose, it 
rould he tin affectation ol humility to ns- 
;ribe my loss of office to any dissatisfac¬ 
tion with my official conduct on the part of 
the bar or the public. The JVtn1 York 
Plcbian, antid all its vituperative clamor 
dismissal, does not even hint a 
cltnrge against me ns a judge, nnd the ed¬ 
itor of tlte Westchester Herald, notwith¬ 
standing his blind devotion to his party, 
•hears a flattering testimony to nty ability 
as a ‘Jurist,’ and admits that my ‘moral 
worth’ is not questioned, ns he believes, 
by any rnnti in the county.' 

Nor have I been proscribed on neenunt 
of my political opinions. Those opinions 
belong to the old Washington School—I 
have never concealed them ; nnd they aro 
the same now ns they were when I received 
office from Governors Tompkins, Clinton, 
Throop, and Marcy ; and when President 
Jackson tendered to me an impurtnnt and 
lucrative appointment. 

For' 20 years or more, I have had no 
connection with party politics, nnd havo 
attended no party meeting. It appeured 
to me untpecoramiug a judge, to be a polit- 
cni partizan ; and I, moreover, observed 
so much profligacy, venality, nnd hypocrit¬ 
ical profession in both parties, that l could 
not conscientiously identify myself with 
cither. 1 have for years, voted for those 
I believed to he the most honest of the 
candidates offered for my suffrage, with¬ 
out regard to the putty dogmas they pro¬ 
fessed. 

That the people of Westchester had lost 
their confidence in me, and wished ine to 
descend from the bench, is not pretended. 
On the contrary, I have the most abund¬ 
ant and gratifying proofs of the correctness
